lie reported the project to his boss some time after he got back, perhaps two weeks 
ago. He was here the middle of last month. I heard from him thereafter, excitement about 
the idea and the book, nothing ulse. 

tie was going to try and do a couple of minor things for me, like getting a case for 
a riflo so the airlines will know what it is when I take it to Bt. "ouis und have no 
fear about a possible hi-jacking. I was away for several days. Hy 66-yeaa>-old stepfather 
died aftor a lingering illness. Knowing he could have called in ny absence Us he did), I 
phoned him today. 

He reported that he has been asked to resign, the above about telling his boss about 
the book he plana writing, that the alleged reason for asking him to resign in thu middle 
of some successful p.r. work requiring a black, and the work is going well, and said that 
at some time I seem to have caused waves in Washington. I told him thi.; was true, but a 3 i:ed 
how he knew. Ho said because they have a man, tliat is, EaL does, who stays in touch \/ith 
"the government". 

It all happened very fast and ho doos not think the economy hoa anything to do with 
it. It certainly has nothing to do with the alleged waves. (I think he named their 
contact with the feds as Hchuoter. Hi3 name is Hick Brown.) 

Th* wook is about wahat happened in the Desire project in U.O. In thir collection, 
you should urder stand also that he cleared his appearance on Harambee with EAL, and they 
hAd no objection to being ac .used of discrimination, which is what I seen to recall him 
saying on that show. So why should they object to his telling this story? The self- 
answering question. 

I have a number of Frank tapes that would ordinarily make a story. I do not suggest 
it. Just yesterday he said in L.A. that Stephens saw Hay’s face as he fled, that Wiliio 
Anschutz saw him then, too and a number of other interesting things you will be able to 
hear if it interests you.
